NSC 1 69 recommended that a pilot operation be authorized 
consisting of a T.O. of 8 analysts and 12 additional personnel 
In support and supervisory functions with a subsequent build-up 
to strength of 50, consisting of 29 analysts and 21 support and 
supervisory personnel. 

C. SOURCES 

It was anticipated that the central file would bring together 
all available material on radio frequency usage and station particulars 
derived from monitoring operations and from collateral intelligence sources 
In addition, the notifications of administrations to the International 
Frequency Registrations Board were to be Included in the file. All 
- governmental sources of such Information were to co-operate in 
, t providing pertinent material to the file. 

D. SCOBS 

It was recommended that initial operation of the file should be 
vith respect to Soviet Bloc countries. Including China, with an 
eventual extension to all foreign areas. 

S. ACCESS 


Consistent with security regulations, information from the 
file was to be made available to authorized personnel of government 
in as unrestricted manner as possible. To this end, the lowest 
possible classification was to be placed on the information.

In fulfillment of its mission, written and oral reports and 
machine listings are prepared by the Branch for those eligible to 
receive them. Assistance baa been given, at one time or another 
to all C. S. offices using radio communications to enable them to 
select new frequencies or to identify stations which were interfering 
with their transmissions. 

Included among the offices which have requested this type of 
support are the Departments of Army# Havy, Air Force, and State; 

Coast Ouar&, FBI, OCDti and components of CIA.

The Central File came into existence in Kay of 195k as the Radio 
Stations Branch, 8R/0CR with a T.O. of £0. In Jfovember of the same 
year the T .0. was increased to its present size of 30, consisting of 
11 Intelligence Analysts (Cosmo), 14 machine personnel end 5 In 
supervisory and support positions. 

C. SOURCES 

RSB has expanded its sources of monitored information from a 
beginning of one, via FCC, to sixteen, including various departments 
of government and private industry as veil as independent monitoring 
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organizations. Collateral information in the ton of intel l i gence 
documents is processed into a dossier file dally sad notifications 
to the International Frequency Registration Board have Been brought
